COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


Tlie  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  109th  Annual 
Eeport  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors,  Mr.  J . 
Maitland  Wilson,  C.B.E.,  announced  his  intention  of  relinquish¬ 
ing  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Hospital.  The  decision  was  received 
with  universal  regret.  Tor  a  period  of  14  years  Mr.  Wilson  had 
presided  over  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  able 
manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  business  of  the  Hospital  during 
that  period.  It  is  a  source  of  special  gratification  to  them  that 
Mr.  Wilson  has  acceded  to  their  request  that  he  should  continue 
to  remain  a  member  of  all  the  Committees  of  the  Hospital  upon 
which  he  has  served  in  the  past.  As  a  mark  of  esteem  and 
appreciation  of  his  work  for  the  Hospital  and  the  community 
generally,  the  Municipal  Authorities  of  Bury  St.  Edmund’s  have 
conferred  upon  him.  the  dignity  of  a  Freeman  of  the  Borough, 
a  graceful  tribute  which  has  given  peculiar  gratification  to  all 
connected  with  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  have  elected 
Colonel  W.  H.  P.  Law,  H.S.O.,  as  Mr.  Wilson’s  successor  in  the 
chairmanship . 

The  Committee  have  to  record  with  regret  the  death  during 
1934  of  two  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Hospital,  Colonel  Sir 
T.  Courtenay  Warner,  Bart.,  C.B.,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Maitland 
Wilson,  O.B.E.  As  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County,  Sir 
Courtenay  Warner’s  interest  in  the  Hospital  was  of  the  greatest 
value,  while  Air.  Arthur  Wilson  had  been  one  of  its  Trustees 
for  a  period  of  close  on  fifty  years.  His  services  in  that  capacity 
had  proved  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  Hospital  and  he  will 
be  greatly  missed. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Hospital  has  continued 
to  make  quiet  but  steady  progress.  The  daily  average  of  In- 
Patients  during  1934  was  103.3  as  compared  with  96  in  1933. 
The  total  number  of  Out-Patients  dealt  with  was  20,232  as 
against  20,652  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  alterations  and  extensions  to  the  X-Ray  plant  referred 
to  in  last  Annual  Report  have  been  completed  and  very 
satisfactory  results  are  being  obtained.  Reorganisation  in  the 
internal  working  of  the  Pathological  Department  and  of  the 
Dispensary  has  taken  place  during  the  year,  a  whole-time 
Assistant  being  added  to  each.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
arrangement  will  increase  the  already  high  state  of  efficiency 
of  the  Departments  concerned. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Surgical  Equipment  main¬ 
tained  in  the  Wards.  Renewals  and  replacements  have  been 
effected  and  the  supply  of  instruments,  etc.,  is  now  complete. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  review  the  matter  of  Fire 
precautions  at  the  Hospital,  more  especially  with  regard  to  the 
speedy  evacuation  of  Patients  from  the  lower  Wards.  For  this 
purpose  exits  have  been  specially  constructed  on  the  lower 
balconies  and  provision  made  for  an  adequate  supply  of  stretchers 
for  each  ward  to  enable  Patients  to  be  passed  rapidly  from  the 
wards  to  the  outside  of  the  Hospital.  The  thanks  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  due  to  the  local  Headquarters  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  for  a  gift  of  a  portion  of  the  total  number  of 
stretchers  required  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  were  asked  by  the  Air 
Ministry  if  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  reception  and 
treatment,  including  X-Ray  examinations,  of  emergency  cases 
from  the  new  Aerodrome  at  Mildenhall  on  payment  of  the  usual 
Hospital  charges.  These  arrangements  have  now  been  satisfac¬ 
torily  concluded. 

A  scheme  whereby  members  of  the  Women’s  Institutes  of 
West  Suffolk  undertake  the  making  up  of  Hospital  garments 
from  material  supplied  by  the  Hospital  has  been  inaugurated, 
and  the  Committee  are  duly  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Federation  for  this  suggestion,  which  has  been  carried  into  effect 
with  satisfactory  results. 

The  financial  results  for  1984  have  been  on  the  whole  satis¬ 
factory.  The  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  £17,522  8s.  10<h. 
while  expenditure  amounted  to  £17,738  12s.  lOd.  The  total 
amount  received  in  Annual  Subscriptions  showed  a  slight  increase 
over  that  for  the  previous  year,  but  the  Committee  earnestly 
hope  that  this  will  not  prove  to  be  a  high  watermark,  but  that 
the  number  of  Annual  Subscribers,  and  the  amount  of  individual 
subscriptions,  may  continue  to  increase.  They  would  in  par¬ 
ticular  draw  the  attention  of  Subscribers  to  the  scheme  whereby, 
when  a  Covenant  to  maintain  the  subscription  for  a  period  of 
seven  years  is  entered  into,  the  Hospital  is  enabled  to  recover 
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the  Income  Tax  in  respect  of  the  subscription.  This  ajyenant 
has  already  been  entered  into  by  some  Subscribers,  a*  li  the 
system  were  more  widely  adopted,  the  hnancia  £;l  Jlj  0  ’ le 

Hospital  would  be  very  material.  In  the  belief  that  the 
Scheme  is  perhaps  not  generally  known,  it  has  been  thought 
advisable  to  embody  in  the  Report  (Page  93)  a  pro  forma  of 
the  Covenant  referred  to. 

Testamentary  Bequests  form  another  and  much  valued 
source'  of  revenue,  and  a  suitable  form  for  the  purpose  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  which  it  is  thought  may  be  of 
assistance  to  anyone  who  may  be  contemplating  such  a  gilt,  in 
this  connection,  the  Committee  have  to  report  that  during  the 
late  Autumn  they  received  notification  that  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  Ponder  Deacon  the  Hospital  became  entitled  to 
a  half-share  of  the  residuary  estate.  The  exact  amount  is  not 
yet  known,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  not  be  negligible, 
and,  in  any  case,  it  will  be  specially  welcome  as  evidence  o^  an 

interest  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Contributory  Scheme,  in  both  Town  and  Country  con- 
tinues  to  make  satisfactory  progress.  The  new  scale  of  contribu¬ 
tions  was  in  force  throughout  the  year  under  review,  and  the 
total  received  amounted  to  £7,605  17s.  8d„  as  compared  with 
£6  872  4s  3d  in  1933.  The  Committee  records  its  grateful 
thanks  to  the  Collectors  for  their  zeal  and  energy  in  furthering 
the  success  of  the  Scheme. 

Special  thanks  are  also  due  to  those  who,  by  their  efforts, 
have  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  either  by  gi  s 
m  money  or  in  kind,  by  personal  service,  or  by  the  organisation 
of  Entertainments,  etc.  Among  the  latter,  specially  notab  e 
financial  results  were  achieved  by  the  Summer  Gala,  t  e  1 
Drive  the  Christmas  Competition  and  the  Hospital  Beall 
each  case  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  was  cheerfully  undertaken 
by  the  Organisers  and  their  Assistants,  and  the  satisfactory  out¬ 
come  of  their  efforts  was  very  gratifying  to  all  concerned,  the 
Committee  also  wish  to  thank  those  who  during  the  year  have 
o-iven  voluntary  service  to  the  Hospital,  notably  to  the  Honorary 
Librarians,  to  the  Organists  for  services  rendered  m  the  Chape 
and  at  Ward  Services,  to  the  members  of  Toe  H  for  work  con¬ 
nected  with  the  collection  of  Silver  Paper  and  for  Cinema  per¬ 
formances  given  in  the  Wards.  The  Ladies’  Linen  League  again 
showed  their  practical  interest  in  the  Hospital  by  the  provision 
of  many  useful  articles. 

The  Eg0-  Collection,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Rosemary 
Hughes,  produced  a  total  of  49,732  eggs— sufficient  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  Hospital  for  a  whole  year. 
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During  the  summer  months  the  Proprietors  of  the  Hand 
LaundJ®pplaced  their  Swimming  Bath  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Nursing  Staff — a  kindly  action  which  was  highly  appreciated. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  gratitude  and  high 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  so  willingly  by  the  Medical 
and  Dental  Staff  and  for  their  care  and  treatment  of  the  Patients. 
Similarly  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  special  thanks  and 
gratitude  are  due.  The  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  patients 
has  been  their  constant  care,  and  the  many  expressions  of 
gratitude  by  Patients  have  demonstrated  that  the  work  lias 
been  well  done  and  worth  doing. 

With  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Matron,  a  system  of  14 
days’  training  within  the  Hospital  for  selected  members  of  Bed 
Cross  detachments  was  started  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  this  means  those  who  undergo  this  short  period  of  train¬ 
ing  will  gain  a  useful  insight  into  Hospital  work. 

Once  again  the  Matron,  assisted  by  members  of  the  Staff, 
undertook  the  organisation  of  Hospital  Pound  Day,  the  result  of 
which  showed  a  material  increase  on  those  of  previous  years. 

The  Secretary  has  once  more  proved  herself  a  most  loyal 
and  devoted  servant  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee  cannot 
be  sufficiently  grateful  to  her  for  all  the  hard  work  she  has  put 
in  during  the  year.  She  has  been  ably  backed  up  by  her  two 
assistants,  and  the  work  of  the  Office  has  been  efficiently  main¬ 
tained. 

A  final  word  of  thanks  is  also  due  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  the  interest  he  takes  in  the  Hospital  and  its  work. 

Deference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Beport  to  certain  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  Hospital  which  were  badly  needed,  in  particular  a 
new  Children’s  Ward,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Private 
Wards.  These  matters  have  been  the  subject  of  discussion  by 
the  Committee  during  the  vear,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  an 
appeal  for  funds  for  the  provision  of  these  additions  should  be 
launched.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  this  appeal  will 
meet  with  a  full  and  generous  response,  and  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  commence  building  operations  at  no  distant  date.

REPORT  OF  PATHOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT, 

1934. 

The  number  of  investigations  undertaken  in  this  Department 
during  1934  has  again  increased,  the  total  number  being  8,561  as 
against  6,751  in  1933. 

The  Diabetic  Clinic  continues  to  grow,  and  there  are  now 
147  patients  who  attend  regularly.  42  new  patients  came  for 
advice  and  treatment;  and  during  the  year,  there  have  been  37 
in  the  wards  from  time  to  time  undergoing  special  in-patient 
treatment;  6  regular  members  of  the  clinic  have  died  during  the 
past  year. 

In  the  accompanying  tables  the  figures  have  been  tabulated 
thus : — 

1.  Wards.  Investigations  for  patients  undergoing  treatment  in 

the  Hospital. 

2.  C.S.  Specimens  sent  by  doctors  from  patients  not  attending 

for  treatment,  but  who  are  members  of  the  Con- 


tributory  Scheme,  and  also  from  patients  who  are 
attending  the  Hospital  as  Out-patients. 

Specimens  sent  in  similarly  by  doctors  from  their 
private  patients. 

Specimens  obtained  from  patients  attending  the 
diabetic  clinic  and  receiving  treatment.

ADMITTED  AS  PATIENTS  TO  THE  WEST  SUFFOLK  HOSPITAL. 

1.  —No  charge  for  treatment  or  maintenance  when  admitted  to  Hospital, 
except  in  Maternity  Ward,  where  a  charge  of  10/-  a  week  will  be  made. 

2.  — No  charge  for  X-Ray  Treatment,  Massage  and  Electrical  Treat¬ 
ment. 

3.  — Free  Convalescent  Home  Treatment  at  Felixstowe  for  In-Patients 
recommended  by  the  Hospital  Doctor. 

4.  — Assistance  in  the  provision  of  Surgical  Instruments  and  Appliances. 

5.  — Free  use  of  Pathological  Department  for  Members  who  are  attend¬ 
ing  their  own  Doctor. 

6.  — The  Hospital  will  pay  the  cost  of  the  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance 
of  stretcher  cases  to  and  from  the  Hospital  on  the  certificate  of  a  Doctor 
that  the  use  of  the  Ambulance  is  necessary. 

7.  — The  Hospital  will  provide  treatment  in  special  Hospitals  when 
necessary.  If  the  Member  of  the  Scheme  is  at  home  the  arrangements  for 
treatment  in  these  special  Hospitals  must  be  made  through  the  West 
Suffolk  Hospital,  and  for  this  purpose  a  report  from  the  Patient’s  own 
Doctor  must  be  sent  with  the  application. 

8.  — For  Members  admitted  through  accident  or  emergency  to  other 
Hospitals,  arrangements  will  be  made  for  their  treatment  up  to  a  period 
of  one  month.
